He had suffered a mild heart) 
attack yesterday afternoon, but re-.| 
covered sufficiently to perform his 
daily task of dictating approxi- | 
mately 800 words of editorial com- | 
ment on the news of the world—a | 
syndicated column which was the. 
mainstay of his $260,000-a-year 
Salary. |

story, was “imagination.” 

Shortly after ‘‘reading proof,’’ the 
famous editor drifted off to sleep un- 
der an oxygen tent.

Christmas Feasts Have Lit- 
tle of Meats, Vegetables 
and Bread. 


BERLIN, Dec. 23.—(UP)—Ger- 
man citizens, who read a censored re- 

rt of Pope Pius XI’s Christmas 

roadcast, remembered the bleak holi- 
days of 1914-1918 today when they 
sat down to dinners skimped from 
war-time rations. | 
_ Even feed for animals has been ra- 
tioned in order to spread a dwindling 
supply of domestic foodstuffs over the 
winter. 

Strict limits were imposed on the 
amount of meats, vegetables, fats and 
bread that German housewives cau 
serve their families at Christmas 
feasts. 

No radio station in the reich car- 
ried the appeal of Pope Pius for peace 
on earth, but over their sets last night 
came the booming voice of Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler’s deputy, Rudolf Hess, 
in a Christmag Eve tirade against 
Communism. 

Attack on Bolshevism. 
_ “Bolshevism would destroy all that 
is good and real,” he said. “It menaces 
the peace and welfare of nations. We 
Germans thank Der Fuehrer that, 
through bolstering our good relations 
with Fascist Italy and through our 
anti-Red treaty with Japan, he has 
effected new important steps toward 
safety from Bolshevism.” , 

Hess lauded the “peaceful condi- 
tions’ in Germany, the reich’s “happy 
farmers” and then sounded a sharp 
militaristic. note. 

“We are proud of our army, our 
new ships and we would like to take 
you through our weapons factories 
which create security for us,” he said. 

The propaganda ministry said that 
all parts of the Pope’s speech from 


the Vatican believed to refer to Ger- 

many would be depleted, but that the 

remainder would be published in Ger- 

man newspapers — particularly the 

pontiff’s attacks on Communism: 
Hitler in Alps. 

Hitler, following his annual custom, 
went to Bavaria for a Christmas re- 
union with the “Munich Guard,” the 
comrades who were with him in the 
1923 beer-hall putsch. 

They met in the Loewenbraeu beer 
hall yesterday where Hitler spoke to 
his comrades on the program of the 
third reich. More than 1,000 cheered 
him within and outside the beer place. 

Der Feuhrer will remain today at 
his Bavarian chalet, “Haus Wachen- 
feld” near Berchtesgaden in the Alps 
with close friends, including General 
Goering. 

He and Goering were hosts yester- 
day at a Christmas party for 200 chil- 
dren, including all the orphans of 
Berchtesgaden. A tree was lighted 
in his hilltop villa and gifts were dis- 
tributed. 

Goering and Frau Goering enter- 
tained 500 children in their Berlin 
home yesterday afternoon, before de- 
parting for their Alps villa, 200 yards 
from Hitler’s retreat.

DIES OF HEART ATTACK

18; Alice, 14, and Elinor, 12, were 
present when the end came. 

At hie bedside, keeping an all night 
vigil, was his personal physician, Dr. 
Leopold Stieglitz. 

Brisbane’s death, climaxing a me- 
teoric career which began years 
ago as a “cub” reporter on the New 
York Sun, completely surprised even 
his closest associates, including Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, one of his old- 
est friends, who is now in New York. 

“Mr. Brisbane was the kind of a 
man who would never admit he was 
ill,” said a close friend of the family. 
“He carried on his work right up to 
the last, writing his daily column and 
Sunday editorials although his health 
was obviously not of the best.” 

Tributes to the 72-year old dean 
of American journalism, as he was 
sometimes called, came tonight from 
all parts of the country. 

O. O. McIntyre, writer of the syndi- 
cated column, “New York Day by 
Day,” declared: 

“Arthur Brisbane was the inspira- 
tion of every man who lives by his 
pen, and deservedly so. He was, all 
his writing days, at the very top of 
his profession which is a record few 
achieve. His fertile mind was always 
daring to anticipate and he was 
usually right. .He knew kings and 
prime ministers as well as the man 
in the street, and he knew how to 
mirror their thoughts. His place, like 
that of Will Rogers, is not likely to 
be filled in this generation or the one 
to come.” : 

Mourned by President. 

President Roosevelt sent the fol- 
lowing message of sympathy to Mrs 
Sarah Brisbane McCrary, daughter of 
Mr. Brisbane: 

“Mra. Roosevelt and I extend our 
sincere sympathy and wish you to 
know our thoughts are with you in 
the loss of your father. I _ had 
known him for many years and took 
keen delight, whenever I had the op- 
portunity, of exploring with him the 
teachings of history and the philos- 
ophy of our civilization.” 

David Stern, publisher ef the New 
York Post and the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord, said in a statement: 

“Arthur Brisbane will be remem- 
bered as a master craftsman of Amer- 
ican journalism. He leaves his im- 
press on the style of American news 
writing and comment, as he would 
have on the political history of the 
nation if he had been free to express 
his personal philosophy.” 

Frank B. Noyes, president of the 
Associated Preas and publisher of the 
Washington Evening Star, received 
the news at Palm Beach, Fla. 

“T am deeply shocked at the unex- 
pectedness of his death,” he said. “He 


'has been an important figure in jour- 


nalism for many years and held a 
unique position.” 
La Guardia: Great Loss. 

Mayor Fiorello La Guardia, of New 
York, commented: 

“American journalism has lost one 
of its pioneers and outstanding char- 
acters. Mr. Brisbane's editorials of 
30 years or 80 ago were an inspira- 
tion to me. We were friends for many 
years. Hie passing is a great loss to 
the country.” 

William T. Dewart, president and 
publisher of the New York Sun, de- 
clared : - 

“Arthur Brisbane was one of the 
extraordinary men of his generation. 
As a reporter on the Sun, where he 
learned journalism as a youth, and 
later in far different fields he showed 
a brilliance which amounted to genius. 
I shall miss his comment on the pass- 
ing show.” 

Master of a brisk-paced, simple style 
of writing, Brisbane kept his editorial 
finger on the pulse of the world— 
writing or dictating his daily com- 
ments from wherever he happened to 
be, a few hours before ‘deadline’ to 
make them up-to-the-minute in time- 
linesé. 

Born in New York. 

A native of Buffalo, N. Y., he re- 
ceived his newspaper baptism at the 
age of 19. He left the New York 
Sun to become managing editor of 
the New York World for seven years. 
Then, in 1897, he relinquished —his 
$15,000-u-year post on the World for 


an $8,000-a-year job on Mr. Hearst's 


New York Journal to gain more free- 
dom for experimenting with his jour- 
nalistic ideas.

Within four 
months, under his deft touch, the 
Journal’s circulation shot up—and

point where it is willing to accept even 
greater wartime trade restrictions. 

On the other hand, there are pow- 
erful forces in congress which contend 
the present law goes as far as pos- 
sible without sacrificing the nation’s 
world standing. 

Here are the three broad proposi- 


tions which have been advanced for 
broadening the neutrality plan: 

1. Extension of the wartime arms 
embargo to “war materials’ such as 
iron, steel, cotton, and copper. Some 
would include fvod and_— clothing. 
Others would leave discretion with the 
President to decide which materials 
should be included. 

2. Limitation of all exports to belti- 
gerent nations to the prewar or “nor- 
mal” level. Munitions would be ex- 
cepted from this policy, being entire- 
ly banned. 

3. Adoption of a “cash and carry” 
policy. Under this, belligerents could 
take goods in their own ships if they 
paid cash for them. Even then most 
proposals would limit their purchases 
to the pre-war level. 

Objections have been raised to ail 
of these proposals. Most experts fvre- 
cast the outcome will be a compro- 
mise. Much will depend, they say, 
upon the recommendations of the ad- 
ministration, 

The administration already is study- 
ing a proposal to permit the chief 
executive to extend the present policy 
to civil war, such as the one now 
raging in Spain. The law now ap- 
plies only to ware between two na- 
tions.

“The marshal is coming to Nanking 
in person to face the music—to give 
himself up to the national authorities, 
if necessary, but preferably to state 
clearly and openly his case to the 
leaders of the country.” 

When Marshal Chang, overlord of 
Manchuria until expelled by the Japa- 
rese army in 1931, launched his re- 
volt at Sianfu two weeks ago he 
broadcast three demands: 

1. Immediate military resistance to 
Japan's ‘‘encroachments.” 


2. Recovery of Manchuria for 


China. 

3. Readmission of Communists to 
the political life of the nation. 

The Nanking foreign office asserted 
the generalissimo’s release was “un- 
conditional,” that no political terms 
had been made with his captor, who 


' was declared to have “seen the error 


of his ways.” 

Denying reports that a buge finan- 
cial settlement had been made by the 
generalissimo’s relatives and the gov- 
ernment with Marshal Chang prior to 
the release, a spokesman of the execu- 
tive yuan said: 

No Money Paid. 

“Not one cent of cash was involved 
other than the expenses of emissaries 
to and from Sianfu.” 

What began as a gloomy Christ- 
mas for China changed quickly into 
an day of rejoicing as the news from 
Loyang was flashed by radio through- 
out the country. 

Firecrackers, China's means of cele- 


bration for hundreds of years. began | 
to pop in scores of cities. The peo- | 
ple of Nanking and Shanghai were 
especially jubilant. 

In the capital a hectie celebration 
continued until midnight. Crowds 
thronged into the streets, which had 
been silent and deserted previous 
nights under the government’s mili- 
tary control. 

The national flag was run up over 
homes and public buildings, the city 
was brightly illuminated and what 
had been for many days a gloomy, de- 
pressed community was transformed 
into a brilliantly lighted, noisy, throb- 
bing national capital again. 

Populace Rejoices. 

Throughout the Shanghai interna- 
tional settlement as well as the Chi- 
nese parts of the city the populace 
poured into the streets, yelling and 
singing.

Nuts Popular Foad 


Dining Room Adornment 


At this time of the year nut bow)s, 
filled with nuts, fresh and _ salted, 
shelled and unshelled, are as much an 
adornment of the dining table as 
bowls of fruit. 


“Nuts have been on the American 
menu since colonial times,” says a 
bulletin from the Washington head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. “The earliest Americans in- 
vited Indians to their feasts. Their 
contribution to the festive board was 
nuts, corn and wild game. 

Indians Battled for Nuts. 


_' From prehistoric times, Indians of 

North America have appreciated the 
value of nuts and have used them to 
supplement their diet. The Indian in 
the role of orchardist seems strange, 
yet he found so many uses for hickory 
nuts alone that he. cultivated hickory 
groves. He not only ate the nuts, but 
drank hickory ‘milk,’ made by pour- 
ing water over pulverized nuts or the 
ground press cake, and used it in cook- 
ing hominy and corn cakes, and as 
gravy on sweet potatoes. 

“Pecans, which have been growing 
wild for centuries in moist lowlands 
of the southern United States and 
Mexico, were also favorites with 
American Indians. Later pecans fur- 
nished nourishment for early Missis- 
sippi settlers and were one of their 
first articles of commerce. In the 
1760's fur traders carried pecans 
along with their beaverskins to New 
York, where some were shipped to 
England and France. 


‘“Murmuring pines in the southwest 
and in Mexico still provide Indians 
and Mexicans with edible nuts. Long 
before cowled Spanish monks marched 
up the western coast, establishing 
their missions, Indians depended for 
food partly on nuts of the serubby 
pinon tree of Arizona and New Mexi- 
co. Paiute and Washo tribes of west- 
ern Nevada once fought long. bloody 
battles over pinon nuts. Hatchets 
were not buried until the territory was 
definitely divided to give each a share 
of pinon woods. 

Bread From Chestnut Flour. 


_ “The expression ‘from soup to nuts’ 
implies that nuts are merely dainties 
to top a feast, whereas to many peo- 
ple they are the feast itself. Nuts 
are one of the richest foods grown. 
Their protein is of good quality, but 
because of their high fat content they 
are used interchangeably with other 
fatty foods such as cream; butter or 
bacon. Many inhabitants of India and 
Japan substitute nuts and legumes en- 
tirely for meats. 

“The chestnut-bark disease, whict 
has destroyed most of the native chen. 
nut trees in the eastern United States 
has greatly limited American acquaint- 
ance with these nuts. Few of recent 
generations in the United States hare 
seen the large spiny burrs with their 
velvety linings, and recognize’ the 
glossy, bright brown nuts only as 
stuffing in Thanksgiving turkeys or 
as tasty morsels bought from street 
vendors on frosty mornings. 


“But in other parte of the world 
chestnuts are a valued food. In some 
Japanese mountain regions they almost 
usurp the potato’s place. In France 
where the trees grow thickly, these 
large mtritious nuts are prized as 
vegetables in the humblest cottage and 
in the finest chateau. Dawn sees gray 
Streets dotted with vendors carrying 
pails of hot steamed chestnits. W ork- 
ing people flock to them for their 
breakfast. Others munch sweet heavy 
flat cakes, something like oat cakes, 
made from chestnut flour. In one 
kind of chestnut bread the holes are 
as large as in Swiss cheese. 

is Nuts Chief Diet. 

In much of southern Europe, 
chestnuts form the chief winter diet 
of poor people, who often make two 
meals a day from them. The nuts 
are served in a number of ways— 
steamed and eaten with galt or milk, 
roasted, or made into stews, puddings. 
and bread. Europeans also eat large 
quantities of almonds, walnuts, hazel- 
nuts fried in oil, and pickles made 
from immature walnuts. (California 
growers annually export many tons of 
green English walnuts, largely to 
England, to be pickled.”

Is Christmas over? Many, no 
doubt, would quickly answer: “1 hope 
so; but they would likely quality 
the answer by saying that they had 
reference to the excitement and ten- 
sion of the pre-Christmas season rath- 
er than any intrinsic values of the 
occasion.

The Christmas spirit is a spirit of | 


heaven-born quality and character. It 
is, indeed, something of the spirit of 
Him who gave Himself that we might 
be reconciled unto the Father.

tells us quite clearly and explicitly | 
that we who believe in Him, who ac- | 
Lord, | 


cept Him as our Savior and 
who accept His way of life, are 
branches of the true Vine, and that 
we may have in us the flow of Life 
which He giveth abundantly. There- 
fore, if the spirit of Christmas is to 
be perpetuated, He must live in us 
consciously and constantly. 

What are some of the qualities of 
the Christ which we may possess, and 
by that possession perpetuate’ the 
Christmas spirit? First, I would sug- 
gest the necessity for unceasing com- 
munion with the Father. Jesus said: 
“IT am never alone, for the Father is 
always with Me.” It was this quality 
of constant communion that shone 
forth in every word He spoke and in 
every service He rendered. Prayer is 
the golden chain that binds us volun- 
tarily and indissolubly with the Fa- 
ther, giving us strength where other- 
wise we would faint beneath the bur- 
dens of the everyday routine. ‘Men 
ought always to pray. and not to 
faint,” said Jesus. And James tells 
us that “ye have not. because ve ask 
not.” If we are to enjoy the Christ- 
mas spirit, we must pray without ceas- 
ing—prav in the morning. when the 
dew is fresh on the roses: pray at 
the noontime. when the stress of life 
is upon us: pray at eventide, when the 
hody is weary and the nerves are 
worn.

Declarer's play probably appears 
simple with all the cards exposed. 
but in reality it required shrewd ecard 
Placing. Many plarers would = con- 
clude that their best chance lav in 
finding the diamond. king in front 
of the queen, but this would have 
been a faulty analysis. West already 
had shown up with two aces and East 
had shown the spade king. While al- 
most all experts are quite capable of 
making a nonvulnerable third hand 
psychic bid, few, if any. will bid a 
hand that is neither fish nor fowl. 
West, with two aces and nothing else. 
undoubtedly would have adopted a 
passive policy and not opened the 
bidding, feeling that he bad his share 
of defensive values and that an at- 
tacking bid was out ot the question. 
In the final analysis the play of the 
hand depended on the shrewd apprais- 
al of opponents’ bids.

EDWARD IS BROKE, 
AUTHORITY SAYS 


Refused To Negotiate for 
Settlement Before Giv- 
ing Up Crown.

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—The Duke 
of Windsor is no longer a rich man. 
This information comes from a very 
reliable source, a man who is in a 
position to know exacily what the 
state of the Duke's affairs are and 
who arrived in New York from Lon. 
don Wednesday on the Eurupu. He, 
however, does not want his identity 
disclosed because of his ciuse connec- 
tion with busigess and social affairs 
in London. The _ facts, as obtained 
'from this source, are as follows: 

Before Edward's abdication, several 
of his close friends and advisers urged 
him to insist on a financial settlement 
from the government which would in- 
sure him security for-the balance of 
his life. This he refused to do. 

When King George V died, he left 
to his heirs a private fortune of about 
6,000,000 pounds ($30,000,000), This 
money was willed to Queen Mary and 
other children of the King, except the 
Prince of Wales, later Kdward VII. 
George V did not include him, realiz- 
ing that, as King, he would have ample 
funds and be one of the wealthiest 
men in the world. 
| Refusing to negotiate for a financial 
settlement before he abdicated, the 
Duke of Windsor is now dependent on 
an allowance made him by his younger 
brother, King George VI, of 20,000 


However, his mother, Queen Mary, is 
very wealthy and is expected to-make 
further provision out of her private 
fortune, because of her great affection 
for her oldest son. 

Parliament may still make provision 
for Edward on the civil list at a later 
date. This has only been discussed 
‘asd nothing assured. Immediately 
after Eward’s abdication, it was fear- 
ed that, if the matter were brought 
up, it would lead to an unpleasant 
dispute and unfortunate statements 
from various memberss of parliament 
which would have only aggravated a 
then very bad situation. Probably as 
time, the great healer, passes, the old 
bitterness will disappear, the acrimon- 
ious remarks of members of parlia- 
'ment will be forgotten, and the Duke 
of Windsor will be provided for 
further.

JUANITA HANSEN HELD 
ON NARCOTICS CHARGE 


Former Star of Films Is 
Placed in Jain on Nar 
cotics Charge. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 24.—(UP)— 
A middle-aged woman, her gaunt, thin 
face streaked with tears an“ ber friz- 
zled blond hair fading to a dirty gray, 
sat in a city jail cell tonight and 
sobbed to whoever would listen: 

“This is a hell of a way to spend 
Christmas.” 

She was booked on the police blotter 
as “Dorothy Craig.” charged with car- 
rying drugs, but 20 years ago she was 
beautiful uanita Hanseh, “Thrill 
Queen” of silent films. Later during 
the evening Miss Hansen was released. 

Eight years ago her fame was 
snuffed out by a jet of boiling water 
that spurted from a hotel room tap in 
New York, scalding her face and ruin- 
ing her almost classic beauty. 

Police picked her up here in a 
cheap rooming house where the wom- 
an who once was ‘‘cured” of the drug 
habit—and who started a national cru- 
sade to save her falling sisters—was 
caught with a morphine kit, according 
to Inspector Jack Harrigan, of the 
state narcotics detail. He said the 
faded star of pre-war “thrill pictures” 
had a hypodermic needle, a “‘spoon’”’ 
and a phial of morphine in her room. 

“Tt’s a lie—a frame-up,” Miss Han- 
sen said. “I haven't taken drugs since 
1928—for eight years. I can’t under- 
stand why they have done this. 
doctor can prove in two minutes I 
haven't taken drugs for years.” 

She gripped the bars of her jail 
sell until the knuckles of her trem- 
bling hands turned white, and her 
eyes, as blue as they were when her 
name glittered in lights over theater 
marquees, roved from face to face. 

“T was to play in a Christmas play 
this evening. Last night there was 
'a dress rehearsal, and tonight the play. 
Why can they do this? I haven’t done 
anything wrong. I've got to get out 
of jail by tomorrow. My God, I can’t 
spend Christmas in jail!” 

A tall, husky matron begged the 
actress to calm herself, and Miss 
Hansen quit shaking the cell bars. 
But her eyes still sparkled angrily. 

“I was on my way to see a friend 
| who is taking the cure,” she said. “My 
|friend was under the care of a physi- 
'cian—there was nothing wrong in 
'what I did.” 
| Police said this was true—she was 
‘going to see “a friend.” But in her 
| purse, they said, was a “Miss Mickey 

Mooney’’—morphine, needle and syr- 
‘inge of the drug addict. 

The actress shook out her dress—a 
wrinkled red blouse and black skirt. 

“I slept in these last night,” she 
remarked ruefully, “and when I say 
I slept, I mean I spent the night in 
them. How can you sleep in a place 
like this?” 

Twelve years ago, Miss Hansen, at 
the apex of a film career in which 
she succeeded to the serial fame of 
Pearl White. was arrested on a drug 
charge. Shortly afterward Wally Reid, 
matinee idol of the early 1920's, died, 
a confirmed addict, and Miss Hansen 
‘decided not only to “take the cure” 
| but to start a crusade to save others. 
| Five years later, she stepped under 
a shower in a New York hotelg turn- 
‘ed on the tap and a stream of scalding 
i'water struck her. The hotel paid her 
/$118,000, but the beauty that carried 
‘her to the top of the film world was 
marred for life. 
| In late years she has grubbed a 
| scanty existence in federal theater 
| project work, living in obscure rooms, 
‘her only companion an English bull- 

dog.
